The strangest city in the wo rld is 
Petra, cu t o u t o f so lid ro ck in a lo ne­ 
so me mo u ntain v alley in the Arabian 
desert 
Once a rich city , it is no w an 
abando ned ru in. 
It is so old that Its 
o rigin is lo st to histo ry , bu t it was 
well kno wn in early Bible times when 
the Edo mites inhabited it, and abo u t 


a centu ry after the beginning o f the 
Christian era it was co nq u ered by the 
Ro mans. 
Bu t a few centu ries later it 
was abando ned by civ ilizatio n, and fo r 
1,5 00 y ears it lay fo rgo tten by the 
wo rld u ntil the trav eler Bu rckhardt re­ 
disco v ered it in 18 12 . 
So inaccessible is its situ atio n, al­ 
tho u gh it o nce lay o n a trade ro u te, 
that no t mo re than fifty trav elers arc 
kno wn to hav e v isited it since Bu rek- 
liardt’8 time. 
No ro mancer ev er co nceiv ed su ch a 
p lace. 
All aro u nd are barren mo u n­ 
tains, ro cky , wild and trackless. 
Be­ 
y o nd the mo u ntains stretches the des­ 
ert. A sav age glen deep ens into a long, 
isarro w go rge with p erp endicu lar walls 
cu e o r two hu ndred feet in height. Fo l­ 
lo wing this rav ine fo r two miles, the 
adv entu ro u s trav eler su ddenly finds 
himself at a kiml o f gateway in the 
ro cks, like the entrance to a Ro man 
am p hitheater. 
Here he is co nfro nted by a temp le 
cu t in the ro ck, with the mo st ex q u isite 
Co rinthian co lu mns, and, entering the 
do o rway , lie finds himself in the heart 
o f the hill, su rro u nded by su bterraneau 
architectu re o f the mo st elabo rate 
beau ty o f fo rm and wo rkmanship . This 
*is the so called khasneh, o r treasu ry , 
su p p o sed to hav e been bu ilt by the lto 
man emp ero r Hadrian, who v isited 
Petra in the y ear 131 A. D. 
Altho u gh 
called a treasu ry , it w’as a temp le tie 
v o ted to Isis. 
No descrip tio n o f this 
strange bu ilding has ev er ex celled that 
giv en by Step hens, the first American 
trav eler to see it: 
“The who le temp le, its oolu mnn, o r 
nameats, p o rtico es and p o rches are cu t 
o u t fro m and fo rm a p art o f the so lid 
ro ck, and this ro ck, at the foot o f 
which the temp le stands like a mere 
p rint, to wers sev eral 
hu ndred feet 
abo v e, its face cu t smo o th to the v ery 
su mm it and the to p remaining wild 
and misshap en, as natu re made it. Nei 
tlier the Co liseu m at Rome, grand and 
interesting as it is, no r the ru ins o f the 
Acro p o lis at Athens no r the p y ramids 
no r the mighty temp les o f the Nile are 
so o ften p resent to my memo ry .” 
Bu t this is o nly an intro du ctio n to 
the marv els behind. The go rge o p ens 
o u t into a narro w v alley so me three 
miles in circu mference, ev ery where 
su nk deep beneath the inclo sing mo nn 
tains, and the w’alls o f this v alley are 
filled with the remains o f o ther -rock 
cu t 
temp les, 
to mbs 
and 
dwelling 
p laces. In o ne p lace are the remains 
o f an o p en air theater. So me o f the 
stru ctu res cu t in the face o f the ro ck 
are sev eral sto ries in height, while 
their architectu ral details ex cite the 
wo ndering admiratio n o f the beho lder 
Of co u rse they gain immensely in tin* 
ey es o f the su rp rised v isito r by tbeir 
situ atio n and by the air o f to tal abau 
(lo nment which su rro u nds them. They 
are a t v ario u s heights abo v e the floor 
o r the v alley , and the u p lifting o f the 
ey es tu rned to stu dy them adds to the 
imp ressio n o f lo nely m ajesty which 
they make u p o n them. 
It is rare to meet any hu m an being 
iu the uiace. So metimes a few Arabs 


are seen, bu t at night the v o ices o f 
wo lv es, hy enas, o wls and jackals may 
be beard, and o ccasio nally o ne o f these 
animals may be su rp rised lu rking in the 
dark interio r o f an o p en to mb. Large 
v eno mo u s serp ents are also so metimes 
m et with. 
It is no t su rp rising th at so me v isito rs 
hav e ap p lied to Petra, which has been 
su p p o sed to be the Seiah o f the Bible, 
the cu rses u ttered by the Hebrew 
p ro p hets against the land o f Idu mea, 
su ch o s these: “And tho rns shall co me 
u p in her p alaces, nettles and rambles 
in the fo rtresses thereo f, and it shall 
be a habitatio n fo r drago ns and a co u rt 
fo r o wls,” o r, “Oh, tho u th at dwellest 
in the clefts o f the ro cks, that bo ldest 
the height o f the hill, tho u gh tho u 
sho u ldst make the nest as high as the 
eagles I will bring thee do wn fro m 
thence, saith the Lo rd.”—G arrett P. 
Serv iss in New’ York Jo u rnal.

It is a common thing to screw’ one’s 
ey es up a s tig htly as possible when 
washing . In order tha t the soap shall 
not g et into one's ey es. Many of us 
remember, especially w hen children are 
concerned, how much a strong soap 
smarts w hen the suds stea l uuder the 
ey elids. 
We should nev er g et soap in our ey es 
if w e closed them naturally , a s in sleep. 
The ey elid is an absolute protection. 
Certainly no soapsuds can penetrate 
the membrane, and equally certainly 
the way in which the ey ela shes cov er 
the actual joint make it imperv ious. 
The ey e, when closed in sleep, is lig ht 
proof, a much g reater test of being 
shut than the ability to shed soapy 
water. 
On the other hand, when we screw 
up our ey es tig htly , which is done by 
contracting the m uscles of the ey ebrow 
and the upper cheek, a number of 
creases are formed down w’hich the 
soapsuds trickle, and the ey e, which 
seems so tig htly shut, is really more 
open to annoy ance.

In wa shing out the ey e, howev er, It 
is necessary to be careful. Soapy wa ­ 
ter should nev er be used, as in most 
soaps there are chemicals of a dry ing 
and alkaline character, which are ex 
cessiv ely injurious to the ey e.—Wash 
ing ton Post.

JOKING RELATIVES. 


Peculiar and Embarrassing Custom ot 


th» Crow Indians. 


The Crow Indians are divided into 


thirteen clans. 
In former times the 


number was probably greater. These 
groups are colled by iiiekuame-like ties 
ignatlou, such as Whistling Waters. 
They Bring Game Without Having 
Killed It, Kicked In Their Stomr.r-li.and 
so forth. Every individual belongs to 
Ills mother's clan, and it is considered 
highly Improper to marry a person of 
one's own clau, since all the marriage- 
able women of that group are reeUon- 
ed as belonging to the status of either 
a mother or a sister. 


Those individuals whose fathers be- 


long to the same clan stand to each 
other in a very special relation, which 
for want of a better name may be call- 
ed the "joking relationship." They are 
privileged to play pranks and practical 
jokes on each other without giving of- 
fense, says the Southern Farmer, ilore 
particularly is it tv° function of one 
of the^i to administer a stinging re- 
buke when the other has transgressed 
some rale of tribal morality or eti- 
quette. 


In such a case the "joker" will bide 


his time until some public occasion 
arises. Then he will boldly come for- 
ward and twit the culprit with his deed 
hi the face of the assembled throng 
and to his utter discomfitura Against 
this punishment there is no redress, 
for nothing said by a Joking relative 
can be resented. The only thing a 
man can do is to wait for an offense 
on the part of his denouncer and then 
treat blm to a dose of his own medi- 
cine. 


Th» Persian Crow's Desk. 


There is a weapon known ns the 


crow's beak which was formerly much 
in use among men of rank hi Persia 
and north India. It was a horseman's 
weapon and consisted of a broad 
curved dagger blade fixed at right 
angles to a shaft, pickax fashion. The 
shaft incloses a dagger, unscrewing at 
the butt end. This concealed dagger is 
a Tery common feature of Indian arms 
and especially of the batOeaxes of 
Persia.

A CITY OF MYSTERY 


Ancient Petra, In Arabia, Now In 


Ruins and Deserted. 


LIVED IN EARLY BIBLE TIMES. 


Then It Was Famous and Wealthy 


and a Place Where History Was 
Made—Its Curious Temples. Tombs 
and Dwellings Carved Out of Solid 
Rock. 


The strangest city in the world is 


Petra, cut out of solid rock in a lone- 
some mountain valley in the Arabian 
desert Once a rich city, it is now an 
abandoned ruin. It is so old that its 
origin is lost to history, but it was 
well known in early Bible times when 
the Edomites inhabited it, and about 
a century after the beginning of the 
Christian era it was conquered by the 
Romans. But a few centuries later it 
was abandoned by civilization, and for 
1,500 
years it lay forgotten by the 


world until the traveler Burckbardt re- 
discovered it in 1812. 


So inaccessible is its situation, al- 


though it once lay on a tnitlo route, 
that not more than fifty travelers are 
known to have visited it since Burek- 
hardt's time. 


No romancer ever conceived such :i 


place. All around are barren moun- 
tains, rocky, wild and trackless. Be- 
yond the mountains stretches the des- 
ert. A savage glen deepens into a long, 
rarrow gorge with perpendicular walls 
cue or two hundred feet in height. Fol- 


I- lowing this ravine for two miles, the 
| adventurous traveler suddenly finds 


j himself at a kind of gateway in the 
' rocks, like the entrance to a Roman 
amphitheater. 


Here he is confronted by a temple 


cut in the rock, with the most exquisite 
Corinthian columns, and, entering the 
doorway, he finds himself in the heart 
of the hill, surrounded by subterranean 
architecture of tbe most elaborate 
beauty of form and workmanship. This 
Is the so called khasneh, or treasury, 
supposed to have been built by the Ko 
man emperor Hadrian, who visited 
Petra in the year 131 A. D. Although 
called a treasury, it was u temple de 
voted to Isis. So description of this 
strange building has ever excelled that 
given by Stephens, the first American 
traveler to see it: 


"The whole temple, its columns, or 


nameuts, porticoes and porches are cut 
out from and form a part of the solid 
rock, and this rock, at the foot of 
which the temple stands like a mere 
print, towers several hundred feet 
above, its face cut smooth to the very 
summit and the top remaining wild 
and misshapen, as nature made it. Nei- 
ther the Coliseum at Home, grand and 
interesting as it is, nor the ruins of the 
Acropolis at Athens nor the pyramids 
uor the mighty temples of the Nile are 
so often present to my memory." 


But this is only an introduction to 


the marvels behind. The gorge opens 
out into a narrow valley some three 
mites in circumference, everywhere 
sunk deep beneath the inclosing moun- 
tains, aud tbe walls of this valley are 
filled with the remains of other -rock 
cut temples, 
tombs and dwelling 


places. In one place are tbe remains 
of an open ah* theater. Some of tut 
structures cut in the face of the rock 
are several stories in height, while 
their architectural details excite the 
wondering admiration of tbe beholder 


Of course they gam immensely in tbe 


eyes of the surprised visitor by their 
situation and by tbe air of total oban 
domnent which surrounds then They 
are at various heights above tbe floor 
or the valley, and the uplifting of the 
eyes turned to study them adds to the 
impression of lonely majesty which 
they maTve upon them. 


It is rare to meet any human being 


iu the oiace. BftBiftinw a few Arabs 


are seen. Imt at uigbt the voices of 
wolves, byenas, owls and jackals may 
be heard, and occasionally one of these 
animals may be surprised lurking in the 
dark interior of an open tomb. Large 
venomous serpents are also sometimes 
met with. 


It is not surprising that some visitors 


have applied to Petra, which has been 
supposed to be the Selah of the Bible, 
tbe curses uttered by the Hebrew 
prophets against the land of Idumea. 
such as these: "And thorns shall come 
up in her palaces, nettles and rambles 
in the fortresses thereof, and it shall 
be a habitation for dragons and a court 
for owls," or, "Oh, thou that dwelleat 
hi the clefts of the rocks, that boldest 
the height of the bill, though thou 
shouldst make the nest as high as the 
eagles I will bring tbee down from 
thence, saitb the Lord,"—Garrett P. 
Serviss in New York Journal.

Croy boasts of descent hi direct line 
from Adam's third son, Seth.

say at the time of the deluge Noah 
took their family title deeds into the 
ark. At their chateau may be seen a 
picture of that event, wherein one of 
the drowning men waves a scroll above 
his head on which is inscribed, "Save 
the title deeds of the house of Croy."

WASHING THE EYES. 


Alto How to Shut Therti to Keep Out 


Soapy Water. 


It Is a common thing to screw one's 


eyes up as tightly as possible when 
washing, In order that tbe soap shall 
not get into one's eyes. Many of us 
remember, especially when children are 
concerned, how much a strong soap 
smarts when the suds steal uuder tbe 
?yelids. 


We should never get soap in our eyes 


If we closed them naturally, as in sleep. 
The eyelid Is an absolute protection. 
Certainly no soapsuds can penetrate 
the membrane, and equally certainly 
the way in which the eyelashes cover 
the actual joint make it impervious. 
The eye, when closed in sleep, is light 
proof, a much greater test of being 
shut than the ability to shed soapy 
water. 


On the other hand, when we screw 


up our eyes tightly, which is done by 
contracting the muscles of tho eyebrow 
and the upper cheek, a number of 
creases are formed down which the 
soapsuds trickle, and the eye, which 
seems so tightly sliut, is really more 
open to annoyance. The more tightly 
the e.ve is held, however, the more docs 
the lower Hd force up the protecting 
eyelashes of the upper lid and thus 
prevent the watershed that tbe natu- 
rally closed eye makes. 


In modern city life, where there is'so 


much dust, the eye should be washed 
every day. The trick of opening one's 
eyes under water, which every good 
swimmer knows, can be easily done In 
an eyeglass, or, for that matter, in an 
ordinary basin. To put the face down 
in clear cold water and open and shut 
the eyes once or twice not only will 


e a feeling of freshness, but for 


those who nse their eyes a great deal 
it will be found a great preventer of 
eye strain. 


In washing out the eye, however. It 


is necessary to be ci"-eful. Soapy wa- 
ter should never be used, as in most 
soaps there are chemicals of a drying 
and alkaline character, which are ex- 
cessively Injurious to the eye.—Wash- 
ington Post
